Although Rushville has had floods 
and high water since that time, y et 
it has never reached the stage where 
it was ten y ears ago, and the flood 
not only play ed havoc in this coun­ 
ty hut extended throughout this sec­ 
tion of the country , taking a heavy 
toll at Peru, Ind., Day ton. O., Brook- 
v*!le ami other places. 
Shortly after midnight on March 
25, 19 13, which was on 
Tuesday 
morning, business men were called 
by telephone by night policemen no­ 


tify ing them that the business dis­ 
trict was threatened by the high wa­

cock crow till noon had taken p lace 
in the Anastasie and at the Cross, to 
go to the greater Chu rch b ehind the 
Cross on Golgotha called the Marty - 
riu in. 
Here the ordinary serv ices 
were held. 
At the sev enth hou r (1 
I*. M.), all p roceeded to the Mou nt 
of Oliv es and <0 the cav e in which 
the Lord u sed to feacli; and for two 
hou rs, hy mns, anthems and lessons 
were recited. 
Ab ou t the hou r of 
None, (3 P. M.) all went singing 
hy mns, to the Imb omon whence ou r 
Lord ascended into Heav en. 
Here 
two hou rs were sp ent in dev otional 
ex ercises, u ntil ab ou t fiv e o’clock 
when the p assage from the Gospel 
relating to how the children carry ing 
b ranches and p alms met tlie Lord, 
say ing, ‘Blessed is he that cometh 
in the Name of the Lord,’ was read, 
following which the p rocession dis- 
p ersed amid shou ts of ‘Hosannah to

In Early Morning Hours Of March 


25, 1913, Water Swept 
Down 


Streets In Business Section Of 
Rushville, Playing Havoc With 
Property And Endangering Many 
Lives—Whole County' Felt 
Ef- 


fects Of Deluge 


Ten years ago today Rushville and 


Rush county was 'on the eve of the 
great flood, and on March 25, 1913 
in the early morning hours, the wa- 
ters reached their dangerous stage, 
sweeping down the streets of Rush- 
ville, filling basements 
and doing 


considerable damage. Sunday will be 
the tenth anniversary of that great 
flood. 


Although Rushville has had floods 


and high water since that time, yet 
it has never reached the stage where 
it was ten -years 'ago, and the flood 
not only played havoc in this coun- 
ty but extended throughout this sec- 
tion of the country, taking' a heavy 
toll at Paru, Ind., Dayton, O., Brobk- 
ville and other places. 


Shortly after midnight on March 


25, 1913, which was on 
Tuesday 


morning, business men were called 
by telephone by night policemen np- 


tifying them that the business dis- 
trict was threatened by the high wa- 
ters, and for several hours they were 
actively engaged in placing their 
stock to higher 
shelves, although 


many stocks were ruined by water in 
the basements. • 
/ 


The estimated damage in Rushville 


alone was placed at a quarter of a 
million dollars, and the city was 
completely marooned, all railroad 
connections being swept away; with 
the exception of the Lake Erie which 
managed to run a trains in from 
Newcastle late in the afternoon. 


Rushville was practically without 


mail from the outside world for five 
days following the flood, and many 
railroads did not resume their regu- 
lar schedule for more than a week 
after the flood. 


On the first day James Hubbard, a 


colored man, was drown south of the 
hitch rae£, having been eaugnt in 
the" swift current, and his body was 
recovered within a few hours.

of; Rushville was south of the C. L 
& W. railroad, and east of 
Main 


street, yet the water flooded South

: French feminists agree with Judge 
Ford of New York that girls should 
not marry before they are twenty- 
years old but do not agree "with him 
that, if recalcitrant, they 
"should 


be locked-up" until past the danger- 
ous teen age. The French agree that 
marriage before .twenty is dangerous 
because early marriage is 
"the 


source of much domestic trouble and 
unhappiness." 


The birth rate is of national im- 


portance in France but one French 
feminist, Mine. Colette Yvcr, does 
not hold it as,all important. Happi- 
ness, she says, is of enormous psy- 
chological importance. 
Happiness, 


moreover, she 'holds, is an essential 
condition to assure the nobility of 
the <aniily. She believes that before 
twenty .girls are "full of dreams and 
are likely j-tp'be considerably disil- 
lusioned when brought into sudden 
contact with Lard facts." 


Another declares that until after 


twenty no girl has sufficient judg- 
ment to make a judicial choice of a 
Omsband. But still another French- 
woman declares that if a girl's judg- 
ment 
has 
not 
been 
sufficiently 


trained at eighteen, it won't be in 
later years.

on getting married 
whenever they, 


make up their minds about it and'

What is" this day which' in the cal- 


endar of i civilization,- even among 
those who confess to no religious be- 
liefs, is known throughout Christen- 
dom as Palm Sunday? To all the 
world it has. an intimate association 
with a man whose brief 5ife to a 
greater degree than others since time 
began, profoundly 
influenced -the 


whole course of history. Biding into 
Jerusalem on this fateful day eigh-. 
teen centuries since," mounted" on the 
humblest of all the beasts of burden 
symbolical of the ineekness and sim- 
plicity of the doctrine which he 
preached, Jesus of 2sTazareth was met 
by the throngs which had already 
accepted him, who strewed his path 
with palm brandies crying, "Hosanah 
1o the son of David! Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of the 
Lord!" And thus stamped the day— 
Palm Sundtiy—which marked the be- 
ginning of the end of his remarkable 
mission on earth; and %vas to lead, 
five days later, to the tragedy of 
Golgotha.

Peach Trees Should Be 


Sprayed Before Buds Open 


Peach trees should be sprayed be- 


fore the buds open this spring in 
order to prevent and forestall de- 
velopment of peach-leaf curl,, ac- 
cording to a bulletin 
issued bv 


Frank N. Wallace, entomologist for 
the state conservation department, 
A lime-sulphur solution in propor- 
tions of one gallon of lime-sulphur 
to fifteen gallons-of water in recom- 
mended. 


If the spray is neglected 
and 


peach-leaf curl develops it will seri- 
ously injure the peach 
crop, Mr. 


Wallace points out. 


Prospects at this time are very 


bright for a heavy' crop of peaches 
this year in this state, Wallace says, 
and he admonishes-growers to spray 
early and give every tree opportun- 
ity to produce 'without interference 
from scale or pest. In the event 
San Jose scale develops' the lime- 
sulphur solution should be applied 
in proportions of one gallon of lime- 
sulphur .to six gallons of water and

Its specific use by 
Christians in this connection is in 
token of victory over the flesh arid 
the world; so it was that when the 
Founder of'Christianity rode into 
Jerusalem on-the first Palm Sunday 
it was with-the emblem .of triumph, 
the palm, that He was joyfully greet- 
ed. Historians trace the observance 
of Palm Sunday back to the Sixth 
Century. 
The Greeks and other 


churches - of the .East observed it 
with great 
solemnity. 
With, • the 


spread of Christianity to the West, 
particularly the Latin countries, 
some of the rigid.forms of the ob- 
servance gave way to a.more joyous 
celebration, and the day-took on the 
nature of a floral festival .second 
onlyvto that of Easter itself. Among 
the Spanish it was known as Pasqua 
Florida; and Spanish explorers hav- 
ing on Palm Sunday 1512, discovered 
what is now the State of Florida, 
that name was given.to the land in 
honor of the festival. -

March .24—Seventy five fathoms 
deep in Panama Bay, the gallant 
old American warship Iowa lies in 
her grave today, destroyed by the 
salvoos of the dreadnaught Missis- 
sippi.

The Iowa, on which Fighting Bob 


Evans sailed into the battle of San- 
tiago, was made a. target "for the big- 
guns of her sisters of the American 
navy. There were cheers from the 
Maryland, Arizona, California 
and 


Pennsylvania 'as .the 
Mississippi's 


gunners drove shell after shell into 
the old warship at a range of nine 
miles. 


Controlled by wireless,'with rad- 


io waves twisting her rudder and 
regulating her 
speed, 
the Iowa 


dodged and doubled, and turned like 
a living ship with 'living men aboard 
as the explosives rained around. 


At last a, shell smashed .'her wire- 


less control and after" that the Iowa 
was a derilect. Slowly she heeled ov- 
ar to port and water cascaded from 
her decks. Forty hits 
had 
been 


scored out of the 36 salvoos -from 
the Missisissippi, away over 
the 


horizon. In the .last six salvoos 
heavier- shells with 'full charges were 
used, and the old ship could stand 
no more. 


The Iowa turned .turtle. 
Admiral Hillary Jones wiped his 


eyes as the rusty old bilge keels of 
the Iowa came into view for a mo- 
ment and then disappeared as the 
veteran fighting craft • took her last 
plunge. 


"She was a good ship," he said— 


"and that was good shooting."
